Lonvon, 13.—{By Cable and Asso- 
olated Press ‘The report of Justices Han- 
rien, Day and Sailth, the special commission 
to investigate the charge made by the 
Times againat ‘the Parnellite members of 
the House ot Commons was laid upon the 
table in the ‘House today by Hon. Henry 
Matthews, Secretary of State for Home Af- 
fairs. * 

The report occuples 162 pages. Each of 
the members of. the House against whom 
charges were made is treated separately. 
The Judges flag that speeches made by 
many Parnelll were intended to bring 
about a separation of Ireland from Eng 
land; that -the ches and other acts, in 
view of the state of the country, were cal- 
culated to fomefitcrime, as the speakers 
must have known. 

Iu the opening ot the report the judges 
reter to thé Gn Sen character of the 
inquiry, and the Mistory of the actions of 
the leaders of * Trish party from 1877 is 
reeited. ere ase are traced that ex- 
isted between *founders of the Land 
League and the Fenians and Irish-Ameri- 
cans. Roferting t boycotting, it declares 
that the instances. adduced before the com- 
mission proved that it constituted a system 
of intimidation ofa most severe and cruel 
character. The. boycott combination was 
illegal, both im ite @bjects and in the means 
adopted to cafry it ut. It was an elaborate, 
all-pervading tyramny, aiming to injure 
landlords as a glas and drive them out of 
the country. This action of the leacue far 
exceeded he Hants ot the just force of pub- 
lic opinion, and @feated a well-grounded 
terror in the mindsef those suffering under 
it. The commisglumcomes to the conclusion

GUILTY CONSPIRACY.

Under the charge of disseminating news- 

pers tending to incite tocrime, the report 
nae: strees upon the fact that Paruell 
did not produce the . of any speech 
wherein he denounced the use of dynamite;

land or America had been given in evi- 
dence. Parnell admitted that he wes un- 
able to say he had, by speech or action, 
found any fault with the Fenian organ- 
ization. The statistics of crime for 1880, 
1881 and 1852 strongly corroborate the state- 
ment that outrages folluwed the establish- 
ment of the Land League, Agrarian crime 
raged in Ireiand when the league agitation 
was at its height. The coincident decrease 
of crime with the e, of the league 
was equ ‘lly conspicuous, hep the league 
was suppressed in 18%1 crime decreased 
from 4439 cases in 1881 to 870 cases in 1833. 
It was contended before the commission 
that the causes of crime were not due to the 
leagué, but to the cvronic state of Ireland 
under distresss, ageravated by eviction. 
Comparative statistics showed that the 
dominant cause was league agitation. Dur- 
ing the severe distress years frum 1549 to 1853 
inclusive, when 53,433 families were evicted, 
the total agrarlau crime was 4245 cases, 
where, as for the four years from 1879 to 
1882 with 11.984 families ev.cted, the total 
record ot crime was 11,328 cases. 

SPEECHES THAT ENCOURAGE CRIME. 

The commission rejects the suggestions 
that crime was caused by secret societies, 
by the Compensation for Disturbance Bill, 
or that the decrease of crime after July, 
1882, was due to the arrears rent act, and 
adds: Tue question is not whether other 
causes can be suggested, the fact being that 
the increase from 1879 w 1882, though not 
exclusively ascribed to agitation, was 
maluly due to the action of the league and 
its founders and leaders. lu the judgment 
of the Court the denunciations of crime 
quoted for tie defense were of little avail, 
because contemp eously with them the 
eaders and «organizers were carrying on 
agitation by means of speeches and conduct 
teoding to encourage crime. ‘The 
sentiment in Ireland agaiust aiding 
the police in the discovery of criminals 
was not confined to the ignor nt, but was 
confined to those from whose education 
juster views of duty should prevail. Proof 
has been given that the leaders systematic- 
ally ana indiscriminately defrayed the ex- 
pense of the defense of persons charged 
with agrarian crime. Knowledge that such 
assistance will in all cases be affurded must 
have theeff-ct to encourage persons dis- 
posed to commit outrages. The same ob- 
servation applies to the support of their 
f:milies. A number of books and ducu- 
ments whieh, if produced might have 
thrown light upon the league’s proceedings, 
were not produced. Generally we have not 
received from Parnell and the officers of the 
Land League the assistance we were en- 
titled to expect in tue investigation of the 
league’s accounts.” 

PARNELL AND LE CARON. 

The report proceeds to trace the course of 
the league’s movements in America and its 
connection with the Cian-na-Gael. Touch- 
ing on the contradictory evidence of Le 
Caron and Paruel over the interview in the 
corridor of the Commons in 1881, it says 
thatthe balance of probabilities was in 
favor of the accuracy of Le Caron’s state- 
ment. It was highly probable that Parnell 
would say to any one whom he regarded as 
a member of the physical torce party in

It was further proved that while 
the Clau-na-Gael controiled the league in 
America, these organizations cocurrently 
collected, sums amounting to over three 


trom payment should be made to Irish 
members of the Commons. It has not, 
however, been proved that Parnell knew 
the position of the Clan-na-Gael. ‘The cir- 
culars of that body, beside the evidence of 
Le Caron, show that its operations were 
kept secret. 
THE FINAL CONCLUSIONS. 

The greatest interest centers in the final 
conclusions, which are as follows: 

“First—We find that the respondents, 
members of Parliament, were not members 
of a conspiracy having for its objects to 
establish the absolute independence of Ire- 
land; but we flud that some of them, to- 
gether with Davitt, established and joined 
the Land League with the intention by its 
means te bring about the absolute inde- 
pendence ot Ireland as a separate nation. 

“Second—That respondents did enter 
Into a couspiracy by a system of coercion 
and intimidation to promote agrarian al- 
tation against the payment of agricuitural 
rents, for the purpose of impoverishing aud 
expelling from the country Irish lanulords. 
.“Tnird—Th.t tne charge that after de- 
nouncing certain crimes in public they 
afterward ied their supporters to believe 
that such denunciation was not sincere, is 
not established. We entirely acquit Mr. 
Parnell and other respondents of the charge 
of insincerity in their denunciation of tue 
Phenix Park murders, and we fiud that the 
fac mile letter upon which the charge was 
chiefly based against Parnell is a forgery. 
The respondents did disseminate newspa- 
pers touding to incite sedition and the com- 
mission of other crimes, The respondents 
did not directly incite any persons to the 
commission of crime other than intimida- 
tion, but did incite to intimidation, and the 
consequence was that crimes and outrages 
were committed by persons so incited. As 
to the allegation that respondents did notn- 
ing to prevent crime and expressed no bona 
fide disapproval of crime, some of the 
respondeuts, in particular Michael Davitt, 
did express bona fide disapproval of crime 
and outrage, but respondents did not de- 
nounce the system of intimidation which 
led to crime aud outrage, but persisted in 
this abstention of denunciation with 
knowleage of its effect. Respondents de- 
fended persons charged with agrariav 
crimes aud supported their families, but it 
is not proved that they subscribed to testi- 
monials for, or were intimately associated 
With, notorious criminais. As to the alle- 
gation that respondents made payments to 
compensate persons who had been injured 
in the commission of crime, we find that 
they did make such payments. 

„As to the allegation that respondents in- 
vited the assistance und cod tion of and 
accepted subscriptions and money from 
kuowu advocates of me and the use of 
dynamite, we find that respondents did in- 
vite the assistance and, n of 
accept su tlons of money from Patrick 
Knows an advocate of crime and 
dyoawite; but it has not been proved that 
respondents knew that tne Cian-na Gael 
controlied the Land or. was col - 
lecting money for the parliamentary fund, 
but it has been proved that respondents in- 
vited and obtained the assistance and co 
Speration of the physical force party in 
America, including the Clan-na-Gael, and 
in order to obtain that assistance abstained 
from repudiating or cundemning the action 
of that party. 

„Beside, there remain three specific 
charges against Parnei! personally, namely: 

“First— That at the time of the Kilmain- 
ham negotiations Parone! knew that Sheri- 
dan and Boynton had been organizing out- 
rages, and therefore wished to use them to 
put down outrages. Not proved. 

“Second—That Parnell was intimate with 
leadin Invincibies; that he probably 
learned from them what they were about, 
when he was released on parole in April, 
1882, and that he recegnized the Phenix 
Park murders as their bandiwork, We 
find there is no foundation for this charge, 
and that the Invincibles were not a branch 
of the Land — * 

“Third—That Parnell, by opportune re- 
mittances, enabled F. Byrne to escape from 
jail to Franee. We find that Parnell aid 
not make any remittance to enable Byrne 
to escape from justice. 

„Regarding the two special charges against 
Davitt: ‘That he was a Fenian, and assisted 
in the formation of the Land League with 
money contributed for the pur of out- 
rage and crime; that he was in close and 
intimate association with the party of vio- 
lence in America, and was mainiy instru- 
mental in bringing about the alliance of 
that party and the Parnellite and Home 
Rule party in America; we find it proved that 
Davitt was a Fenian and receivod money 
from the skirmishing fund contributed for 
the purpose.of outtage; this was not, how- 
ever, for the formation of the Land League 
itself, but for the promotion of agitation 
leading up to it; we find also that he was in 
such close and intimate association with the 
party of violence in America that he was 
the man mainly instrumental in bringing 
about the alliance referred to.“

HOW HE WORKED A MINE AND 
ENGLISH SYNDICATE 


Vast Ledges of Silver Ore in the 
San Gabriel Catton, Which Were 
to Pan Out $250,000 a Day and 
More—$180,000 Secgrely Planted 
in the Venture.

The Pro- 
‘tessor is nothing if not sanguine, and 
if he alone suffered for the visions of 
wealth thus created by his auriferous 
imagination, it would do but little harm 
if he should describe mountains of 
solid gold and silver to which he had 
the magic word of entrance. Unfor- 
tunately the Professor is not o san- 
guine but plausible, and has been the 
means of causing others to dump cart- 


passes, only to realize too late that the 
finding of gold und silver is not yet an 
exuct science, even though the Profes- 
sor had thrown the beacon-light of his 
eagle eye upon vast paring lodes. 

u connection with the return of the 
Professor, with other novitiates, it may 
be as well to relate the experience of 
the last English syndicate which he 
hood winked—a tale which has never 
yet been told in all its touching de- 
tails. The. syndicate referred to is 
well known in mining circles, and is 
composed of men with solid financial 
backing, whose greatest fault has been 
the implicit confidence placed in Prof.

THE CLARK OUTFIT. 
SISTER-IN-LAW 
LAST CAPITULATES, 


Oity— Mrs. Clark Sick in Bed 


Funny Siege by Constables. 


The path of F. K. Clark, the Pasa-. 
dena dead-beat, continues to be blocked 
with legal stumbling-blocks, and he 
passed another day in jail yesterday, 
unable to give bail, upon the charge of 
conspiracy. Justice Lockwood raised 
the bail during the morning from $500 
to $1000, and it kept the jail. doors 
closed behind him. The evidences of 
Clark’s wholesale swindling of the 
merchants of this city and Pasadena 
have continued to accumulate 80 rap- 
idly that there are very few now who 
do not believe that he is a man who 
has made use of the legal knowledge 
he possesses to evade the payment of 
a large number of bills run for that 
very purpose. 

The readers of Tun Times will re- 


Clark, and her sister, Miss P. M. Sea- 
man, were charged with conspiracy 
in defrauding the Parisian Cloak 
House of this city, and that when he 
was arrested Wednesday at Pasadena, 
the women barricaded themselves in 
the house and defied arrest. 

The siege and capture of the citadel 
and its inmates yesterday by Deputy 
Constables Charley Smith and Vignes 
form an amusing chapter in the career 
of the Clark family. 

The officers left this city at 4 o’clock 
. morning and arrived at the

Smith 
took up a position behind a summer- 
house inthe rear of the house, and 
Vignes found a hiding-place in front 
of the house, Then they waited for 
developments. Shortly aiter daybreak 
a TIMES carrier passed by and threw a 
copy of the paper in the yard. Not 
long after this a door opened, anda 
little 5-year-old girl, still wearing her 
nightdress, but around whom a 
cloak had been thrown, and 
shoes thrust on her feet, came 
out and secured the paper. She 
started for the house again, when, 
Constable Smith walked up, and soon 
as he appeared the door was hastily 
shut and locked, leaving the officers in 
possession of the little girl, who was 
quite badly frightened. Mr. Smith re- 
assured her, however, convincing her 
that no harm was intended, aud tried 
to secure the attention of the women 
in the house. After some time Miss 
Seaman came to the door and a parley 
ensued, in which an attempt was made 
to convince her that she should submit 
to arrest, but without avail; and the 
parley closed. The little girl was thus 
kept shut out until nearly 9 o’clock, 
when another conference was held. 
This time the warrant was read and 
she was pronounced under arrest. 
The sight of Charley Smith endeavor 
ing to arrest an indignant young 
woman courteously, and yet arrest her 
while she was on one side of a locked 
door and he on the other, was a 
remarkable bas he persevered, 

He told Miss Seaman that she 


ber sister was sick and — 
couldn't come. Then Smith told 
that if that was so, he would be the 
last man in the world to force a sick 
woman to town, and would leave 
Vignes in charge of her at the house. 
Miss Seaman was very coy about ac- 
ceding to the request, and victory still 
perched upon her banners. 

At 11:300’clock, when the officers were 
at their wits’ ends what to do next, 
the door opened and out waiked Miss 
Seaman, all ready to go with them. 
There was no turther trouble about 
the arrest, and Mr. Smith even sent 
over to Dr. McComber’s for him to call 
on Mrs. Clark. He then left-Consta- 
ble Vignes at the house and brought 
his prisoner to town, when her bail 
was fixed by Justice Lockwood at 
$300. Not being able to give it during 
the afternoon, she was taken by Con- 
stable Fred Smith to his own bome 
last night, and not sent up to the jail. 

On the road in from Pasadena Miss 
Seaman asked the Constable if he 
thought the charge would be dismissed 
if she should settle all the bills which 
bad been run by tha family, which of 
course he could not tell. 

The 1 which the Clark's have 
had so much liiigation about, and ao 
the strength of which they have asked 
and obtained credit, is situated at the 
end ot Colorado avenue, on the bank 
ofthe Arroyo Seco. Nearly all the 


name of Miss Seaman, and the lot 
which he represented as belonging to 
her and worth $20,000, is 50 feet wide 
by 150 feet in depth. Upon it was a 
little house valued at about seven hun- 
dred dollars, and there is a mortgage 
upon the property of $1500. One of 
the bills contracted by Clark was in 
the moving of the house on Miss Sea- 
man’s lot to an adjoining one, and 
he still owes the movers $350 for the 
work. The lot to which it was moved 
is about one hundred and twenty-five 
feet wide by oue hundred and fifty feet 
deep, and is in the name of Mrs. Belle 
Clark. When the house was moved 
Clark deeded to Miss Seaman another 
lot upon which was a mortgage of 
$2100. The large lot in the name of 
Mrs. Clark has a mortgage on it for 
$12,500, and when Pople & Warden 
got a judgment against Mrs. Clark for 
printing a brief, before an attachment 
could be filed, she slapped on the lota 
homestead for $5000. Thus the three 
properties are mortgaged for $16,100, 
with a homestead of $5000 besides. 

When Miss Seaman was brought to 
the court yesterday Mr. Owens, of the 
firm of movers swindled by the Clarks, 
at first offered to go on her bond. Miss 
Seaman promised if be would that she 
would have Mrs. Clark release the 
homestead and give him a second 
mortgage. 

The officers attached two horses at 
the residence yesterday and brought 
them to the city. 1 

Amongst other things which Clark 
has done in this city is in the renting 
of a law office at No. 9 North Main 
street. He paid $1 on the rent. He 
has been there very rarely, and in the 
mean time has sold the law library he 
bought from the , History Company in 
San Francisco, and for which he Still 
owes it.

don COUNTRY ROADS. 


Los Angeles county has suffered 
more than can easily be calculated 
during the past few years from horri- 
ble roads. We must wake up aud get 
abreast of the spirit of the age in this 
direction. There is a general move- 
ment throughout the country in favor 
of good roads. An important bill, just 
introduced in the New York Legisla- 
ture, provides for a commission of 
three members, two of whom must be 
civil engineers, to be known as the 
State Board of Highway Commission- 
ers. The duty of this board will be to 
study the needs of the more important 
highways, and to prepare plans for 
their improvement. Such a law might 
with much benefit be copied in Cali- 
fornia. 

We have frequently urged in these 
columns the importance of improving 
our country roads. It is a matter 
which directly affects the pocket of 
the farmer, to an extent which he does 
not always seem to realize. An east- 
ern exchange, discussing the question 
of a general movement for improved 


magnitude of the interests involved 
has been for a generatiou or more ob- 
scured by the railroad craze, if it be 
tair so to denominate a movement that 
has had such splendid results. But 
while there is still room for many more 
railroads, the time has come when we 
have leisure to look into the condition 
of these less imposing but exceedingly 
important means of communication 
between neighbor and neighbor, be- : 
tween county and county, from farn 
to stution. It is these country roads, 
in fact, that feed the railways. It is 
by means of them that neighborhood 
trade and traffic are carried on. Upon 
their condition depends whether 
the social intercourse of the people 
shall be easy and agreeable 
or onerous and infrequent. And from 
social intercourse springs enlighten- 
ment, refinement, culture—in a word, 
civilization. That bad roads consti- 
tute a heavy tax, a steady drain upon 
the resources of the country, is a propo- 
sition that stands in no need of proof; 
but how heavy that tax is, and how 
steady the drain, few who have not 
given special attention to the subject 
are prepared to realize. The wear aud 
tear, the breakage of vehicles, the 
half loads transported, the destructive 
strain upon valuable teams, make a 
formidable aggregate—not to mention 
the discomfort of the human freight and 
the danger to life and limb. Nor need 
any business man be reminded of the 
inevitable rise in the value of country 
property caused by the construction o 
good neighborhood roads. 
Let us try and get the roads of Los 
Angeles county into good passable 
condition. After we get good, plain, 
every-day roads, it will be time enou 


OUR PROPOSED NAVY—TOO BIG 
A SCHEME, 


As the tremendous appropriations 
proposed by the Senate Committee on 
Nava) Affairs are being more carefully 
examined they are coming in for con- 
sidérable criticism. There is no dis- 
pute as to the need of a new navy, and 
the propriety of liberal expenditures 
for that purpose, but the immense sum 
proposed by the committee is valcu- 
lated to prejudice the scheme. A 
majority of the committee has decided 
to recommend the construction of 227 
vessels, at a cost of $349,515.000. Com- 
menting upon this subject, the Chicago 
Inter-Ocean has the following to say: 

It the United States were situated like 
Engtand, near powerful neighbors with 
enormous standing armies and dependent 
on a navy fer protection against invasion, it 
might be u to spend hundreds of 
millions for war vessels. With England 
it is a matter of necessity to have a navy 

of any other tw» European powers, but the 
Univer Btates needs only batteries and 
dynamite guns at the seapor *

Senate Committee appears to hold that the 
United States, instead of providing merely 
for the defense of iis seaports and a navy 
of moderate strength, should expend $350,- 
000,000 for the construction of the mos 
powerful navy in the worid, which would 
consume $100,000,000 annually to keep it 
properly equi and the vessels in opera- 
tion and repair. Such enormous expendi- 
tures could be justified only incase the 
nited States intended to adopt a policy of 
nquest. With Senator Hale’s 
4 ls, cunstructed at à cost of 
$350,000,000 me United States could easily 
invade Great ‘Britain and reduce the 
island to an ‘American colony. 
‘rhe monster fleet could then 
to subjugate the Indies, South 
America and Australia, aud sail into the 
bay of San Francisco after a tour of con- 
quest around the globe. Are these the de- 
signs cherished by Senator Hale's Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs? If so will the Sen- 
ator and bis associates explain how it would 
benefit the United States toconquer foreign 
countries? Of what use would England,; 
France, Germany or Spain be to the United 
States if subjugated? If the United States 
is not to adopt the policy of foreign con- 
quest what need has it foran overwhelming 
navy? The detense of our seaports can be 
secured and the needed ocean-going war 
vessels built at a quarter of the expenditure 
proposed by the Senate committee, Seuator 
Hale’s gigantic scheme would effectually 
dispose of all surplus funds in the Treasury 
and not only put an end toanv reduction of 
taxes, but call for new imposts, while enor- 
mously enriching Eastern shipbuilders and 
specu'ators who could get fat contracts from

AMONG THE POLITICIANS. 


The San Francisco Call has been 
giving its opinion on the State-di- 
vision question. This is what it says: 

The proposition to divide the State 
of California may be dismissed with 
the statement that there is no such 
proposition before the people of this 
State. Such a thing has been sug- 
gested, but the people would not give 
ita hearing. <A year or two ago when 
the southern counties were doubling 
their population and their property 
valuation every few months, some of 
the people in the southern counties 
conceived the idea that it would add to 
their importance to be set off asa 
State by themselves. An opening 
would then be made for aspiring poli- 
ticians who did not see their way 
to distinction asa part of the whole 
State, and the ple felt rich enough 
to maintain a State government. But 
at present very little is said on the 
subject. It is not big enough to be 
tulked about. The twin proposition to 
acquire Lower California in some way, 
and attach it to the southern counties 
asa part of the proposed new State. 
helped to kill the division project. The 
American people have firmly set their 
faces against fllibustering, and the 
Mexican governmeut has assured us 
with some display of temper that 
Lower California is not for sale. The 
State of Calitornia may be trusted to 
deal fairly with our southern neigh- 
bor, but if the southern counties 


‘should set up for themselves, the fi- 
‘| bustering spirit might obtain control. 


Apart from this, the people of the 
State do nut want the State divided. 


Referring to the views of Stephen M. 
White, on Speaker Reed’s ruling, the 
San Francisco Chronicle says: When 
two such eminent Democrata as John 
G. Carlisle and Stephen M. White can- 
not agree upon a question of this sort, 
the safer way will be to follow the com- 
mon sense rule laid down by Speaker 
Reed, which declares that if a member 
is in bis seat in the House he is pres- 
ent, and may be counted as part of a 
quorum, Sir Boyle Roche immortalized 
himself by his famous dictum that no 
man could be in two places at once, 
barriu’ he was a bird.“ But this would 
be rendered wholly nugatory by Mr. 
Carlisle, who asserts that a member of 
the House of Representives may be in 
the House and out of it at the same 
point of time, provided he does not 
vote. Our local statesman, however, 
takes another view, and declares that 
if a member declines to vote he 1s to be 
deemed present; and this is exactly in 
line with theruling of Speaker Reed.

BORING WITH ITS TASK. 


They Find That the Work of Cutting,

HAS HIS DAY AND. JOINS| 
FORCES WITH ‘CUPID. 


A Pretty Custom and How It Origt- 
nated—Valentines New and Old— 
How Observed in Pasadena— 
Touching, Sentimental Poetry— 
Lively Trade for the Stationers, 


The chances are that good old St. 
Valentine, if he were permitted to re- 
visit-earth today, would be surprised 
to see the manner in which his name 
has been perpetuated during the cen- 
turies that have elapsed since he was 
beheaded—at Rome during the reign 
of the wicked Emperor Claudius. 

Valentine day is a favorite with 
lovers and sentimentalists generally, 
and as much so in Pasadena as else- 
where. The custom of sending valen- 
tines is a pretty one. St. Valentine,” 
as Wheatley says, was a man of most 
admirable parts, and so famous for his 
love and charity that the custom of 


took its rise from thence.“ Others 
say the custom originated from the 
idea that birds were supposed to select 
mates on Valentine day. The custom 
is, however, an ancient one. At the 
annual festival of the Lupercalia, held 
at Rome in February, names of 
maidens were placed in one urn aod 
the names of youths in another vessel. 
The young men and women would then 
draw, and the name drawn by each 
individual represented his or her 
valentine. 

From those early days to the present 
time the custom of sending some token 
of esteem to friend or lover on Valen- 
tine’s day has been in vogue. Years 
ago gloves, garters and jewelry were 
favorite gifts and the name of the 
sender always accompanied the pres- 
ent. Later the custom of sending val- 
entines, as we now understand them 
to be, came into popularity. Prettily 
engraved cards, bearing some bit of 
sentimental poetry gave place to elab- 
‘orate designs in plush and paper. 
These are still sold, but are not as pop- 
ular as they were two or three years 
ago (more modest designs now being 
preferred). The name of the sender, 
as custom now has it, must needs be 
concealed and carefully guarded from 
the recipient, otherwise the valentine 
loses its charm. 

In Pasadena the dealers report a 
good sale of valentines this year. The 

earts of many of our boys and girls 
will accordingly beat with joy deep 
and profound, when the pretty tokens 
reach them, bearing words of tender 
endearment from’ some one whose 
identity is concealed just enough 
to make things specially interesting. 
One of the favorite styles sold in town 
this year are plain pieces of. card- 
board, or heavy paper, folded double, 
and having on the cover some simple 
and humorous hand-painted design. 
On the inside pages are snatches of 
2 ot the most modern type. The 

ollowing is an inspiring sample: 
1 heart goes thumping, thumping; 
can hear it bumping, bumping; 
In fact, it’s fairly jumping. 

As I’m thinking, Dove, of you. 

And how delighted Dove“ will feel 
when it reaches her. The comic val- 
entine is unfortunately a fixed institu- 
tion, that is. prolific of more trouble 
than fun. Sometimes these are sent in 
a spirit of good-natured fun, but they 
too frequently are used as instru- 
ments of satire. 

The faithful letter-carriers will have 
more than their ordinary share of 
work today, but they say they don’t 
mind it, as long as the people who 
get the valentines are happy.

the municipal histofy of Pasadena not 


The causes 
leading up to these sudden and unex- 
pected happenings were freely dis- 
cussed yesterday about town, and pub- 
lic sentiment is now running strongly 
in favor of Mr. Polley. 

“That verbal projectile hurled on 
Tuesday by Mr. McLean, with intent 
to kill the character of the attorney, 
had a boomerang-like motion to it,“ 
one prominent citizen said yesterday. 
While some think that Mr. Polley’s 
services as City Attorney were open, 
in part, to criticism, there are few who 
countenance Mr. MeLean's impas- 
sioned utterances as fair or just, and 
the opinion is almost unanimously ex- 
pressed that if Mr. McLean or the 
Council were not satisfied with Mr. 
Polley’s work, and wanted to put him 
out, the plan pursued was not the best 
one that could have been selected to 
accomplish the desired end. | 

Considerable public concern has also 
been expressed as to Mr. McLean’s ex- 
act position at present with reference 
to the Council. Mr. McLean tendered 
his resignation as a member of that 
body Wednesday night because an 
amendment to his motion was carried, 
thereby giving Mr, Polley a chance to 
resign if he wanted to. r. Polley did 
not see fit to end his duties as City At- 
torney inthat way. The amendment 
was accordingly withdrawn and 4a 
vote taken on the original motion. 
Now the question is whether Mr. Mc- 
Lean can see his way clear to take 
back his resignation and remain on 
the board, or will the mere passage of 


his resignation, in order that his hon- 
esty of purpose may not be impeached? 

Matters now are in a nervous, unset- 
tled state. A regular meeting of the 
board will be held tomorrow morning, 
when something definite will likely be 
determined upon. Meanwhile aspirants 
for city attorneyships and council- 
manic honors will do well to file their 
applications early, as there may possi- 
bly be a rush.

Hens need green food, as a bulky 
muterial for reducing the concentrated 
form of grain. If they cannot get this 
for themselves, it should be cut and 
supplied to them. Clover may be cut 
fine and fed dry, but it is best to cut it 
in the afternoon and scald it in a vessel 
by pouring boiling water over it 
covering it over and letting it stand all 
night. This is feeding for eggs, and 
not for fat. 


EXPERIENCES differ very widely on 
different questions. One poulterer 
says fatness stops laying; another finds 
it no objection. One says use no poul- 
try food or powders; another finds 
those adjuncts so useful that he would 
not be without them. Indeed, asuc- 
cessful grower states that he finds 
ultry food so he!pful that for every 
alf dollars’ worth used he gets 
over three dollars’ worth of eggs 
extra. So the beginner will not 
take anybody's experience or con- 
clusions as decisive without testing 
for himself. Results differ, too,
